MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Employee Celling Controls - F. U 90-364 
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4. The Senate passed the bill an 21 June 1944 and when it *»i 
•1 |m4 or 28 June 1968 the President stated that . . Congress acted unwisely 
to the requirement that Federal employrreat be rolled back to the level of 

two years ego. This conflict b with the needs of a growing Hat ion for increased 
and efficient public services. 

5, Sabssoaont Developments : Following the enactment of 
P, L. 90-364, a number of exemptions from Its manpower limitations 
were proposed for specific agencies or groups of employees such as:

total Federal employment figures. On 13 Jo Jy the bill was 
reported out by the House Post Office and Civil Service Committee. 

Postal Field Service - H. R. 153S7, inter alia, excludes 
employees to the Postal Field Service except those to regional 
offices, and employees to the Bureau of Research sad Engineering* 
(P. U 90-449) 

FBI * H. XL 17322, inter alia, excludes investigative and 
other essential FBI positions determined to be essential to 
operations by the Director of tie FBI (Sec. 207), Both Houses 
had approved by I August 1948. 


U.S. Attorne ys - B. R. 17322, inter alia, excludes authorised 
positions to the office of the United States Attorneys. Although 
initially approved by the Senate, ths provision was rejected by 
the Bouse and the Senate agreed to the House action. 

H. R. 18188, inter alia, excludes position* assigned to 
the operation and maintenance of the air traffic control system 
which are determined by the Secretary ef Transportation to be 
essential to assure public safely (Sec. 219). Both Houses had 
approved by 1 August 1948 .

Should It he dete r mined that an exemption for the 
Agency should he initiated, a legislative vehicle is available in H. SL 18736, 
tee CIA Jtetiromenl Act Amendments, now ponding before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. 
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
